The dirt was assayed at the school of prac- 
tical science, and the assay certificate shows 
it te carry eight pennyweights of gold to 
the ton, equal to about $8 a ton.

We will, therefore, have three 
mails a week commencing this week. The 
service will be the same as on the other 
trains. 


Messrs, Clavet and Dobie, of Port Arthur, 
are expected in cn to night’s train The 
store which their firm is erecting here is 
now nearing completion and they expec’ to 
open for busicess in a short time. The 
stock carried will be groceries and hard- 
ware and a general jobbing trade will be 
carried on. 


Dr. T. H. Wurreiaw, of Guelph, Ont., 
came if on Friday’s train and intende open- 
ing an office for the practice of his profes- 
sion here. The Guelph Herald of a late 
date contains a long report of a farewell 
dinner and address tendered to him by his 
brother practitioners on the occasion of his 
departure for the west. 

A HOCKEY match,” probably the last of 
the season, will be played on the rink here 
to-night between the school teams of tie 
north and south side. A handsome silver 
trophy has been procured by the two 
schools, and the game to-night will be 
played to decide which team holds the 
trophy fcr the present year. 

Ir is estimated that there are 600 head of 
horses here now, imported for the Klondike 
trade.

Court proceedings have been delayed on 
account of the abseace of witnesses. Work 
was resumed this morning, when the case 
of the Queen vs Grey, shooting with intent 
to commit grevious bodily harm, was 
brought up. A jury composed of Malcolm 
Groat, H. Goslin, W. H. Durdle, W. Mc- 
Cally, R. A. Hulbert and W. H. Hanna, 
was empanelled. The case is still in 
progress. 

Brockway Bxos., of Douglas, Wyo., have 
issued a neatly printed prospectus outlining 
their plan of a steamboat route on the Mac- 
kenzie. Their projected route is much the 
same as that of the Mackenzie Steam Navi- 
gation Co, but in addition they propose 
putting a river boat on the Yukon to con- 
nect with those plying on the Mackenzie. 
The through fare to Dawsen City will be 
$360, with 1,000 !bs. of baggage free. Alex. 
Brockway, one of the firm, bas been in town 
for a number of weeks sizing up the situa- 
tion. 

Henry Menpivs,representing the Kramer 
Patent Blast Earth Thawing Machine, is in 
town. Fifty of the machines are in bond 
on the south side, and on their being re- 
lieved Mr. Mendius intends giving an ex- 
hibition of their working. Some of the ad- 
vantages claimed for the scheme are that it 
thaws out more ground in two hours than 
acord of wood in twelve. The machine 
burns coal! oil and uses two gallons in 12 
hours. Itissuesa flame 14 to 16 inches 
long of 2,200 degrees Fahr. It can also be 
used for cooking, forging and lighting pur- 
poses. 

Loosy’s blacksmith shop caught fire at 4 
e’clock yesterday morning. The fire was 
first noticed by a Klondiker encamped near 
Kelly’s stable, who gave the alarm, and 
within a very few minutes the chemical 


engine was on the scene, when it was dis- | 


covered that a coal shed annexed to the rear 
of the buildins; was in flames. The build- 


ing being old and of frame material was a — 


veritable fire box,though, on account of the 
short time which had elapsed, the flames had 
not had a chance to get well under way and 
within a few minutes the chemical had them 
under control and practically extinguished. 
‘The steamer was also run out and asa final 
orecaution the building was drenched with 
water. The fire was apparently originated 
by coals from the forge, which burnt through 
the wall, when the outside air fanned them 
into flames. This is the first fire the brigade 
has been called out to for almost a year, 
and the alacrity with which they turned 
out is highly creditable,

GRAIN GROWING IN THE 
NORTH, 


Professor Saunders, director of the 
experimental farms, Ottawa, has issued 
the following report showing the pos- 
sibilities of the north as an agricul- 
ura: district : 


On the proposed route from Ed- 
monton there are several points where 
good samples of grain have been pro- 
duced. In the spring of 1882, I for- 
warded samples of seed of early ripen- 
ing varieties of wheat, barley, oats 
and rye for test, toa number of the 
Hudson’s Bay Co. agents at different 
points in the Northwest country. 
Through the kind instructions given 
by the Hudson Bay commissioner, C. 
C. Chipman, Esq., these were for- 
warded to their destination with the 

| Hudson’s Bay Co.’s supplies. The 
following samples were received by 
me in 1893, with particulars as to 
their growth : 


From Dunvegan, lat. 56°, about 414 
miles north of Winnipeg. 


Rennie’s improved six-rowed barley. 
—QOne pound sown May 7th; harvest- 
ed Aug. 4th. Yield, 16 lbs. Weight 
per bushel, 52 lbs. Sample fairly 
plump. 

Prize Cluster oats.—One pound 
sown May 7th; harvested Aug. 11th. 
Yield, 13} lbs. Weight per bushel, 
40} lbs. Sample bright in color and 
plump. 


Bonanza cats.—One pound sown 


May 7th; harvested Aug. 11th. 
Yield, 14 Ibs. Weight per bushel, 
421 lbs. Sample bright and plump. 


Spring rye.—One pound sown May 
7th ; harvested Aug. 21st. Yield, 21 
lbs. Weight per bushel, 56 lbs. 
| samples fairly plump. 


The following season I received 
from Dunvegan on extra good sample 
of Ladoga wheat, which was bright 
and plump, and weighed 64 lbs. per 

j bushel. I also received a fine sample 
of twc-rowed barley, which was bright, 
very plump. and well matured. 


From Fort Vermillion, further 
|down the Peace river, lat. 58° 34’, 
581 miles north of Winnipeg. 

Ladoga wheat.—-A very fair sample 
weight, 60 lbs. per bushel. Yield 12 
Ibs. from one pound of seed. This 
sample of grain was slightly frosted. 
The officer in charge reported that 
the Red Fife wheat sent did not 
mature at all. 

Prize Cluster oats.—Yield, 7 lbs. 
from one pound of seed. Grain bright 
and plump. Weight per bushel 
413 Ibs. 

Rennie’s improved six-rowed barley. 
—Yield, 16 lbs. from one pound of 
seed. Grain fairly plum: medium in 
color. Weight per bushel, 51? Ibs. 

Spring rye.—Yield 18 lbs. from one 
pound of seed. Grain fairly plump. 
Weight per bushel, 57} lbs. 

These several varieties of grain were 
said to have been sown on the 14th 


of May and harvested on the 23rd of 
August. 


From Fort Providence, in the Mac- 
kenzie river district, lat. 60° he 
about 710 miles north of Winnipeg, 
the following were received :— 

Bonanza Oats.—Sown June Ist; 
harvested Sept. 17th. Yield, 3 Ibs. 
froni one pound of seed. Sample 
bright and plump; but too small 
to ascertain weight per bushel. 

Spring rye.—Sown June Ist; har- 
vested Sept. 19th. Yield 4 lbs. ’ from 
one pound of seed. Sample too small 
to ascertain weight per bushel. Grain 
rather sinall, but fairly plump. 

From Fort Simpson, on the Mac- 
kenzie river, jat. 61° 52’, about 818 
miles north of Winnipeg. 

Ladoga wheat.—Received in 1893. 
This was sown June 7th and _harvest- 
ed Sept. 22nd. Yield, 12 lbs. from 
one pound of seed. Weight per bushel, 
62} lbs. The sample was plump and 
a small percentage of the grain was 
frosted. These are the farthest points 
north in the Nerthwest Territories 
from which I have received samples 
of cereals. 


BOWDEN. 


The Berrydale school is to be re- 

opened about the first of April. We 
expect that Bowden school will be re- 
opened about the same time. 
Two balls have been held in the Eagle 
Creek school house this winter. The 
first was very successful, but the last 
was only partially successful owing to 
bad weather. C. P. Anderson 
went north this week to Edmonton to 
attend the presbytery meeting. 

We have had a coupie of weeks of 
very rough weather, but it is pleasant 
again. Mrs. Jas. Ross has 
returned from Calgary where she has 
been under medical treatment for 
some time. She returns in much 
better health than when she went 
away. Mr. West is building a 
very substantial log house for himself. 
Mr. Reid, of Berrydale is engaged in 
the work. March 3, 1898.

Now might I suggest that the 
Dominion government ship in a few 
car loads of good dairy cows and a 
few bulls, distributing them amorg 
the patrons and taking alien on tlie 
cattle for two years, and that the gov- 
ernment retain, each year, a percent- 
age of the amount of milk supplied 
by the patrons who get the cows. 


If there is not something done in 
this way, or on similar lines, I fear 
it will be a long time before we have 
a good herd of dairy cows in the 
Edmonton district, for the simple 
reason that there are very few 
farmers in a position to ship in cattle, 
and even if they had the means, a 
great many do not know where to 
find the best breeds. As you know a 
very large portion of the farming 
populaticn are from foreign countries. 


I might be allowed to tell Mr. 
Taylor that there is another factor 
which will influence the success of a 
creamery as much as a good herd of 
dairy cattle, and that is prompt pay- 
ment of the amounts coming to each 
patron. The creamery has not been 
operated, I think, for four months, 
and last season’s make of butter has 
not been fully paid up yet, at least 
we have never got any statement to 
that effect. We have been paid 10 
cents per ]b. on the season’s make 
at the end of each month, with the 
expectation of a final settlement at 
the close of the season. Now there 
is a good deal of grumbling among the 
patrons on account of this, and I 
think, reasonably so. The talk of
